Mayor C. J. Heiselman informed 


the Board of Public Works on Mon- 
day evenlnr that he wag anxious to 
have the proposed street 
building 


program ready for submission to the 
state authorities as soon as the pro- 
visions of the new federal five billion 
dollar works bill becomes effective. 
Under the provisions of this bill the 
streets that Are accepted an projects 
in Kingston will be built by private 
contractors who, by the bill's provi- 
sions, must employ tlie men on the 
relief rolls of the city. 
There are 


some 30 or more streets listed on the 
proposed street building program 
that has been tentatively drafted by 
the board. 


City Engineer Henry Darrow and 


Superintendent James Norton stated 
that they would have plans drawn 
and ready for submission on several 
streets before the close of this week. 
They were instructed that if they 
found it necessary to employ addi- 
tional engineering help to do so for 
as soon as the federal works plan is 
operative Mayor Heiselman said he 
wanted to be In a position to submit

plans for the building of the streets 
here in such form that a contractor 
would be able to understand just th? 
type of street which wa* to be built 
and the approximate 
cost of con- 
struction.
